New York at long intervals, and my 
friend, Captain Scott, the port captain 
of Santiago, advised me to take passage 
on the Crook 
“ The trip o f five days was pleasant 
and smooth until the coast was reached 
I have crossed the ocean many times, 
but never did I enjoy an ocean trip 
more or have for fellow travelers a more 
companionable company. 
I soon came 
to understand the peculiar joy and com­ 
fort it was to fathers and other near 
relatives of the dead to recover the dust 
of their dear ones.

Answers to the citation to show 
5&nse why the action of the register 
should not be set aside were flied by the 
Safe Deposit and Trust company and 
also bv Patrick Kernan, of East Liver­ 
pool, the latter claiming to be a cousin of 
the decedent. 
"T he trust company said in its answer 
th at the appointment had been made at 
the request of William M aer a rn, counsel 
for Kernan. Kernan says he has always 
been informed, and has always believed, 
and still believes, that he was a first 
oonsin of the deceased, and in their in­ 
tercourse, which was intim ate and fa­ 
miliar daring the respondent’s many 
years’ residence in Pittsburg, the de­ 
ceased always recognized the relation­ 
ship. 
Kernan also says he has sisters 
and brothers in Ireland, and proofs of 
kinship will have to be obtained in that 
country. 
He also believes that the de­ 
ceased left a will and that it remained 
unrevoked at the tune of his death, bnf 
th at it has not yet been found.

Ile fell in 
love with a Filipino beauty who was 
thoroughly in sympathy with the in 
surgents. 
She seen red for him a cai* 
tain’s command and got him into Agui 
naldo’s camp. After a hard battle near 
Paco, in which the Filipinos were de 
feated, he was found among the wound 
ed and died while on his way to the 
hospital. 
A number of Chinamen fighting in 
the trenches along with the regular and 
volunteer troopers in bine have attract 
ed considerable attention of late. 
The 
Chinese were secured in Manila as camp 
cooks 
They had not been long in Un­ 
fit Id when the fighting spirit seized 
them, and they asked for guns and am 
munition They made good soldiers and 
fought all the tim *1 they were not en 
gaged in cooking.

The fierce dogs of the island of Luzon

General Wood, at Santiago. Not choice, 
hut accident made me a passenger on 
the ship cf death 
Transports sail for 
New York at long intervals, and my 
friend, Captain .Scott, the port captain 
of Santiago, advised me to take passage 
on the Crook 
“ The trip of five days was pleasant 
and smooth until the coast was reached 
I have crossed the ocean many times, 
hut never did I enjoy an ocean trip 
more or have for fellow travelers a more 
companionable company. 
I soon came 
to understand the peculiar joy and com 
fort it was to fathers and other near 
relatives of the dead to recover the dust 
of their dear ones. 
“ There were many reunions of the 
living and the dead—if I may be allow’ 
ed the expression—particularly strik 
ing. There was one father escorting the 
body of his soldier son from the battle­ 
field of San J nan to the hoy’s home up 
in the Connecticut valley 
I think he 
was Major R. A. Whipple, commander 
of the Fifth brigade, himself belonging 
to the Second Massachusetts volunteers 
and coming from Deerfield. The major’s 
son. Lieutenant George E. Whipple, 
Company M, Second Massachusetts, had 
passed through the campaign unscratch 
ed, but after four days’ illness at San 
tiago and on the day before his regi 
ment was to sail for old Massachusetts, 
the boy died. 
This was on Aug. 12. 
I 
shall never forget the melancholy satis 
faction with which Major Whipple was 
returning w ith his sacred dust. 
“ I consider the voyage of the Crook 
unique in history 
Here is a holy er 
rand 
It is the first tim e in the history 
of warfare, so far as I can recall, when 
a government has sent to foreign battle 
fields for its dead. 
Think of Napoleon 
sending for the bodies of his slain! Na 
poleon’s body was returned to France. 
hut not the body of a soldier falling 
victim to his fatal marches. 
“ Of the 686 bodies on board I was 
told that all were identified with the 
exception of 160. 
Some of the bodies 
were identified by their teeth and more 
by their uniforms, I was informed 
There would be one or two names on a 
rude headstone, never more than three 
names, but when they came to dig into 
the ground they wonld find five or six 
bodies. 
Mostly from the rude graves 
and trenches between San Juan and El 
Caney came the freight of the deadsbip 
Right back of General Shafter’s hea I 
quarters, I was told, 65 bodies w’ere un 
earthed, and of these ouly two were 
identified. 
“ It was so rough in the bay that 
after we anchored I was advised again t 
trying to hoard the government tug 
w’as determined to see Mrs. Field as 
soon as possible, however, though I 
found the sea lad*!* r scraping agal ist

Successful experim ents w ith wireless 
telegraphy between the South Foreland, 
county iii Kt ut. England, and Boulogtie- 
sur-Mir, 
Franc®, were conducted re 
cently by Signor G uglielm o Marconi 
the inventor. 
The South Foreland is the nu st east 
erly land in England, consisting of a 
chalky cliff about 200 feet in height, 
projecting into the North sea and hav­ 
ing two lighthouses w ith an elevation 
of 372 feet. Signor Marconi, whose sys 
tem of wireless telegraphy has been in 
practical operation off the English coast 
for several months between th© South 
Foreland lighthouse and the East Good­ 
win lightship, a distance of 12 miles, 
bad considerable difficulty iii obtaining 
tile consent of the French governm ent 
to his proposal to establish com nm iii ca­ 
tion of till-' nature between the English 
and French coasts. 
About a mouth ago, however, M. 
Lockroy, m inister of marine, consented 
to a test to be made between Dover and 
Calais or Folkstone and Cape Griz Nez. 
the distances in each case being about 
20 miles.

Liv o i a , Neb , April IO —Colonel W 
J Bryan m a i l e d his answer to the lest 
letter received from Hon. Perry Bel­ 
mont s me ago 
The correspondence 
thus far has dealt largely with the rival 
Jefferson dinners to be held in New 
York, but Mr. Bryan ignores that mat 
ter and devotes his attention to the (lit 
ferences existing between himself ami 
Mr. Belmont on questions of Democratic 
party policy. 
His letter in part follows 
‘•Upon my return to Lincoln I found 
your letter containing the original letter 
and postscript, given to the press days 
before. 
I can not find anything in my 
letter to which you can consistently ob­ 
ject. 
“ Yron ask, first, that I point out 
wherein your utterances are ‘unpatriotic, 
undemocratic, unameriean and in con 
fiict with the Democratic creed as sr i 
forth in Jefferson’s first inaugural ad 
dress.* 
We have no accepted standard 
by w h ie Ii to determine whether a given 
opinion is patriotic or American, but w< 
have means of determining whether an 
opinion is Democratic and in accord 
with tilt1 teachings of Jefferson. 
I pro 
bu me you use the word democratic in 
the party sense, otherwise that term 
would be as difficult to define as ‘pa 
triotic’ or ‘American.* 
“The right to determine what 
is 
democratic in a party sense belongs to 
the Democratic luirty. 
The Chica# > 
convention was more purely represents 
ti vc than any other convention held iii 
recent years, because the rank and tile 
of the part v spoke on public quest ion 
through 
instructed 
delegates. 
The 
Chicago platform is the latest authori 
tative definition of Dem<x*racy as ap 
plied to existing conditions. 
If a mi­ 
nority of the delegates to a national 
convention representing a minority et 
the members of the Democratic party 
has a right to determine what is Demo 
cratio. then each member of the party 
has a right to define Democracy for 
himself and to assert that he is a bet­ 
ter Democrat than anyone else. 
“ Let me apply this principle to throe 
questions upon which yon have taken a 
position in the volumes Bent me. 
First, 
standard money; second, paper money:
